Frank admission of guilt in 
answer to three charges, namely, 
breaking and entering No. 163, 
The Peak, on April 8; theft of a 
Falconer eight-day clock, the 


property of some person ur- 
known; and giving false informa- 
tion when pledging the clock. at 
the Yan Wo Pawnshop, Wanchai, 
were entered by William Howells, 
a private of the South Wales Bor- 
derers, when he appeared before 
Mr. Schofield in the Central

“Pinched It.”

Eddie Cantor insists that he has 

a future, that goes beyond current 
success, in “Palmy Duys,” now at 
the King’s Theatre. But, what it 
ig he doesn't know.

“BEAU IDEAL.” 

Four years changes the topogra- 
phy of “the changeless desert,” ad- 
cording to Herbert Brenon, famous 
lirector. Brenon Mmed his silent 
classic “Beau Geste,” on America’s 
"Sahara’~—the sand wastes of the 
Sonora desert near Yuma, Arizona.

The foregoing are among the 
many amazing statements made in 
“Muscling In,” published by Faber 
and Faber. 

The author is F. .D. Pasley, the 
former newspaper man who wrote 
the biography of Al Capone. That 
was an astonishing book, but Its 
successor will probably be found In- 
credible by those who have not been 
permitted to see the inside of" the 
United States. 

The ferm ‘“muscling in’ is’ the 
gangster’s way of describing his 
extortion of money from tradesmen 
and from legitimate trade. 

According to Mr. Pasley—and 
undoubtedly he is right — “the 
brazen operations of the racketeers 
put the robber barons of the Dark 
‘Ages to the blush, No form of 
business Is too modern for them to 
consider. They are muscling in, 
finding ways to cut into the profits 
of every form of legitimate busi- 
ness, and working out ingenious 
methods of squeezing a dishonest 
percentage out of every honestly 
earned dollar.” « : 

‘The Dead Shots. 

The story opens with the gua- 
play practised on James Lynch, the 
business agent of -the Chicago Coal 
Teamsters, Chauffeurs, and Helpers 
Union, That was the beginning of 
muscling in, several years ago. 

But the scene swiftly. changes to 
the reign of the Dead Shots, who 
at one period controlled thirty-three 
Chicago labour unions. 

In chapter two Capone—the 
colossus of racketdom—arrives on 
the scene.

Confirmation of the views of] - 


those who believe that the indus- 
trial situation of Britain has yet 
to become worse before it improves 
as well as of those who hold that 
the tide has alrendy turned, can 
equally be. obtained from the re- 
cently issued annual report of the 
Chamber of Shipping of the United 
Kingdom. 

If this appears paradoxical,’ it 
must be remembered that optimism 
and pessimism are both states of 
‘mind, rather, than realities, and, 
depending as they do on the biolo- 
gical state of the individual, not to 
speak of other less definable quali- 
ties, can be engendered by the 
same set of facts. 

Pessimist’s View ‘Point. 

Examining the ‘report’ from the 
point ‘of view of the pessimist, We 
find that, notwithstanding a 10 per 


‘cent. increase in the population, 


the volume of world trade was only 
20 per cent, higher in 1928 than in 
1914, and has ‘since fallen off 80 
much that it is doubtful whether 
it now exceeds the pre-war figure. 

Nevertheless, ‘the world tonnage 
of ships, at the end of June, 1931, 
was 51 per cent. {n excess of the 
figure on the corresponding date in 
1914, a condition which !s held to 
be ‘due to the practice adopted in 
many countries of building and 
running ships at the expense of the 
‘This practice, it is add- 
ed, is not only the most serious 
menace which the industry has to 
face to-day, but has largely dofeat- 
ed its own object, since subsidised 
ships are suffering as much, from 
the glut of tonnage as are the un- 
subsidised. 

Britain Not To Blame. 

Great Britain, however, ‘not hav- 
ing indulged in this form of State 
activity, is not to blame for this, 
as will be gathered from the state- 
ment that while her steam and 
motor tonnage has risen by only 7 

per cent. since 1914, that of the 
United States has increased by 411 
per cent., the corresponding figures 
for Portugal, Japan and Italy being 
178, 160, and 129 per cent., respec«

Comparison With 1920. 

iit is, therefore, hardly surprising 
that, while in 1920 the activities of

Retrenchment Commission's : 
Recommendations 


The staff of the Harbour Depart- 
ment, particularly us regards the 
Europeans, hes grown considerably 
within the last five years, and 
whilst the Commissioners fully re- 
cognize the. desirability of elfictency, 
they ulso realise that there is’ a 
point where efficiency becomes Un- 
economical, and in their opinion 
this point has been passed, There 
ja moreover the danger that too 
rigorous regulations may discour- 
age shipping from using the port. 

2,—The executive of the depart- 
ment consists of the Harbour 
Master, the Deputy ‘Harbour 
Master und Assistant Harbour 
Master.
